As a people the Japanese seem to be very un- 
demonstrative. “hey are notin the le st curigts, 
are uncommunicative and, in fact, are sulf-poised, 
polite in the extreme, low-voiced and without 
haste, “AN classes are courteous to their equals, 
bowing low when addressing each other, and ex- 
changing many compliments. ‘They place them- 
selves on their knees in their houses, bowing 
to the floor when extending their hospitalities to 
their friends, or those who enter, offering the in- 


evitable pipe and cup of tea with delicate con: 


serves, Itimay ‘be that, as with other Rations, 
politeness goes for nothing but appearance ; that 
itis only og the surface. Chairs are never seen 
in the houses of thase who live in real Japanese 
style. Neither are bedsteads to be encountered, 


No sheets 
or pillow-cases are needed in Deir dormitory aur 
rangements, as they use a wooden pillow or rest 
for placing the head upon, and the covering is a 
thick quilted article, fashioned like a dressing: 
gown of ample width, with wide sleeves, 

The firton they steep upon is a cotton-wadled 
article, to accomodate oac. or more persons, 
Those who aspire to sleep luxuriously, Ee case 
and conifort, se two or more of these, 
are placed upon the floor, the immense dressing- 
gown is thrown Upon them, the wooden rest. for 
the head is put in place and the outfit is coms 
plete. During the day these articles are placed 
in their proper receptacle, which docs not trench 
nach upon the capacity of thé tenement. Their 
cooking is done on a stone oven, which is open 
on top, leaving the fire space protected from the 
vesscls used in the preparation of meals, by nar. 
‘row bars ofiron placed across its top, ‘The fuel 
generally used is charcoal and wood split into 
very thin picces, These ovens are not at all 
¢laborate affairs, and are portable. For warm 


ing purposes they have a copper vessel, which is: 4 


usually placed in a square’ wooden box, in which 
they keep a few pieces of charcoal, in an ignited 
state, imbedded in a mass of ashes. They seat 
themselves about this cishaché, as itis termed, 
and wari the hands by ‘tt. ‘They do ,not 
squat upon the floor, but place themselves 
upon their knees, with their lower limbs 
extended under the body, the — haunches 
resting on the heels, the soles of the feet being 
uppermost. To one not accustomed to the posi- 
tion itis very uncomfortable; but it is as natural 
to them as it is for a fish to swim, ‘The chop- 
stick is the implement used to convey the food to 
thé mouth, and when soupis served it is placed in 
shallow bowls and drank, no spoons being needed, 
Tea is served in tiny’cups that do not hald more 
than two good-sized spoons would accommodate, 
sD there is no room for spoons at their tea par; 
tics. The Japanese wear no jewel y.. No ear- 
piercing is practiced here, and ‘there is no display 
among the curio-venders of the hundred and one 
indispensable articles that po to make up the 
toilet of the fashionable belle of Western’ civi- 
lization. ‘The custom of entering a Japanese 
house unshod, has merit and yuod sense in j 
The floors are covered with a matting made about 
one and one-half inches thick, and in pieces of 
about six fect by.three fect in dimensions. These 
are made of straw placed upon a frame and tied’ 
together, and then a piece of woven matting 
imade for this use is placed over it, and the whole 
bound'on the sides and-ends torprotect the edjres. 
These pieces cover the floors of the rooms, 
Wearing shoes would soon destroy them and 
keep themt filled’ with dirt. At their meals they, 
place their Licquered trays upon the floor, so'that 
it becomes the table. 

The extremities of the Japanese are. fincly 
moulded, ‘The hands of the women, especially, 
are exceptionally small and delicate, almost dis- 
proportionately 80, when compared with Euro- 
pean hands, ‘They have deep, ahnond-shaped 
nails, with a delicate coral pink tinge. The ex- 
pression ofthe hand is almost infantile—delicately 
phimp and rounded, soft and flexible, with cle- 
gantly tapering fingers, and. altogether symmetri- 
cal. . They haye also very sinall feet and beauti- 
fully turned ankles, but what they are the proudest 
of is their hair. Hands are left uncovered for 
the suit and wind to toy with, the fect arc accus- 
tomed to wooden clogs, but the hair is the thing 
of beauty that reccives attention, and is the ob- 
ject of elaborate care and artistic skill. The only 
ornaments’ worn are placed in the hair, and are 
always in sharp contrast with the glossy black- 
‘ness oftheir tresses, Coral ornaments are the 
favouritics. Tortoise shell spears, pins and darts, 
with coral attachments, are affixedin the coiffure 
in profusion. sometimes a narrow comb is woia, 
Strings-of-coral 
beads are utilized with beautiful effect in dressing 
the hair, Coral is to the Japanese woman what 
the diamond is to the European female-~a thin, 
of beauty and a joy forever. Dressing the hair 
is a mystery that demands the services of an ex- 

ert, and is a profession, All the worncn.employ 

airdressers, it being a ‘matter of impossibility 
for one to arrange the hairin due style herself. 
There is no negligence about this business, and 
the style of to-day appears to have been in vogue 
for a long period, a$ the delineation of old cus- 
toms shows the same management of the hair, 
as well as the original, character of this apparcl, 
It will be a long while before the people, a3 a 
nation, discard their peculiar dress'in favour of 
foreign innovations.

LONG BEARDS, 
spar mgt = oS 
Exceptionally tony b + have always attract~ 
ed a yood deal of attention, and history records 
many instances of the kind, Rauber Von ‘Tale 
berg, & german knight and comnsellor of Maxi+ 
mimitian 1. (d. 175), rejoiced in a beard which 
reached to his feet, and from there again to his: 
waist. John Mayo, the celebrated painter of the 
sixteenth century, who accompanied Charles Vein | 
his campaign, had a beard so long, that although 
he was a tall man, it would hang upon the 
ground when he stood upright : he wore it there- 
fore, fastened to his girdle, George Killing- 
worth sent by Queen Mary as one of her agents 
in 1655 to Czar Ivan the Terrible, is said to have 
had a beard five feet two inches long. In the 
olden time, when every part of the body had its 
pres the beard was valued at twenty shillings, a 
ange sum for the time—while the loss of a leg 
was valued at twelve shillings. We can casily 
Imagine that at periods when the beard and 
whiskers were looked ipon as ornamental, also 
beards were ‘substituted for the genuine article. 
Nedro TY. of Arajtt (135) found himself compell- | 
ed to preibit his Catalonian subjects from weare 
ing false beards, But the most singular substi- 
tute is the golden beard, which Crysistemus 
says was worn by the Kings of Persia, Sue 
tonius ‘says the same of Caligula, the Roman 
Emperor. According to Andreas Fayn the 
‘Kings of France. of the first dynasty wore 
beards entwined with gold threads. Duke Re- 
natus of Loraine wore at the funeral of Charles 
of Burgundy, who died at Nancy in 1447, a beard 
of gold: thread hanging down to his girdle. As 
jupiter was sometimes adorned with a golden 
heard, the phrase aurcam barbam habers was 
equivalent to saying Dewm esse. Beards were : 
at various times, taxcd in England. ‘Thus we 
read in Notes and’ Queries that the sheriff of 
Canterbury paid three shillings and four pence , 
for wearing a beard, In the first year of Eliza- 
beth every beard of above a fortnight’s growth 
war taxed three Shillings and sixpence; but the 
law, was too absitrd to be enforced, The duty 
imposed an beards by Peter the Great was a 
rouble (about three shillings); this tax met with 
a fate similar to that ‘of Elizabeth's, and was 
fSsooneanceled, The development of the beard 
as well a5 Uhe hairiness of the body differs not 
merely in different races, but also in families of 
the same race, In Europe and a portion of Asia 
beards prevail, until we go beyond: India, when 
gradually beards disappear, ay in the case of 
Siamese, Chinese, and Japanese.—Jarper's
